life. 


He went to prison when 27 years of age. 


He is now 41,

On the Sunday afternoon before Christ- 
mas, 189], a man accompanied by his 
wife, called at Police Headquarters in 
the Four Courts and asked to see Maj.

Traced Through Expressman. 

Within an hour after this conversa- 
tion had taken place Chief Desmond, 
by Detectives McGrath, 
O'Connell and Viehle, were on the 
premises at 4244 Swann avenue dragging 
the hole under the shed. 

The detectives found the watch, pis- 
tol and envelopes—the latter bearing 
the name of the Adams Express Co., 
the concern whose car had been robbed 
at Glendale. 

Inquiries made by the officers in the 
neighborhood disclosed the fact that a 
week after the Woods family had 
moved out an expressman had called 
and hauled away a large trunk. It took 
the expressman a long time to get the 
trunk out of the housé¢, and while the 
wagon was standing in front the neigh- 
bors had an opportunity to observe the 
name painted on the sides of the wagon. 
This name was George McFadden, 

After a search McFadden’'s stand was 
found at Sixth and E!m streets and Mc- 
Fadden was arrested. 

In the meantime one of the new vo- 
licemen on the force, who, prior to his 
appointment worked as a bartender ir 
Kansas City, told Chief Harrigan 
of the presence of a man in the city 
by the name of Marion Hedgepeth. 
The new policeman knew Hedgepeth in 
Kansas City. Hedgepeth, according to 
the policeman, was a daring criminal, 
one capable of doing a job like the 
Glendale train robbery. The policeman 
Said he had seen Hedgepeth board a 
Market street car at Jefferson avenue

Hedgepeth made one of the most dar- 
ing and spectacular attempts to escape 
from the St. Louis Jail while he was 
awaiting trial. Out of a piece of wood 
the prisoner made an imitation ovum, 
which he inserted in the iron lock on 
his celi door. 

One evening just before the guards 
started to lock the cells for the night 
Hedgepeth slipped his imitation bolt into 
the regular one and when the guard 
turned the key he thought he was lock- 
ing the cell. The bolt moved, but In 
his hurry the guard did not notice that 
it was only a wooden bolt he had 
moved. 


Escape Prevented by Mistake. 


That night a confederate of Hedge- 
peth’s pried apart two of the iron bars 
outside one of the jail windows on the 
west side of the jail. When everything 
was quiet in the jail Hedgepetn re- 
moved the wooden lock and slipped from 
hia cell and by climbing to the top of 
the third tier of cells he managed to 
reach the bullring outside’ the jail 
proper. 

Going to the window. which he and 
his confederates had agreed upon 
Hedgepeth raised it. it was the wrong 
window. The noise of raising it attract- 
ed the guards and before Hedgepeth 
could find the right window the guards 
were upon him. After that a double 
lock was placed on his cell. 

The Hedgeneth gang was one of the 
most daring sets of criminals with which 
the local police ever had to deal. They 
cameé to St. Louis at the _ tinvitation 
of Jim French, the noted safeblower, 
and a carnival of crime followed their 
arrival. Within two months 50 safes 
were blown open. Chie’ Harrigan was 
at his wits’ end as to what to do. 

Finally in desperation he ordered 100 
uniformed men to don plain clothes, 
arm themselves with heavy revolvers 
and patrol the streets nightly, inspect- 
ing all suspicious characters. Citizens 
were warned to throw up their hands 
at the cry of halt, because it was given 
out that the special detail had orders 
to shoot to kill if they ran Across any- 
one who even looked or acted as though 
he were a safe robber. 

With the Glendale train robbery the 
era of crime in 8t. Louis ended and 
afterward evidence was obtained tha 
showed conclusively that liedgepet 
and his gang had beén doing all: the 
work. 

Committed Crime Boldly. 

As an illustration of how bold the

Hedgepeth took the 
tools away from him and did the work 
with Fox looking on When the hole 
was finished and the powder, soup 
and fuse applied and covered with a 
mat Hedgepeth directed Fox to stand 
away to one side until the sate was 
blown open. In his excitement tollew- 
ing the explosion Fox lost a gold wate 
charm. The charm was later found in 
Hedgepeth’s possession, 
Helped Capture Murderer. 
While Hedgepeth was in Jail await- 
ing trial he and Desmond became good 
friends. Hedgepeth gave Desmond in- 
formation which led to the arrest of the 
erafty Holmes, the multi-murderer, 
who was afterward hanged in Philadel- 
phia. That case established a reputa- 
tion for Desmond and he has ever 
since shown an interest in Hedgepeth. 
During the entire time of his confine- 
ment in prison Hedgepeth worked in 
the shoe factories, that fs. with the ex- 
cention of two months when he was in 
the Penitentiary hoepital He was 4 
steady worker and was well liked by 
the prison contractors.

On Monday last the Russian Minister of the In- 
terior made official announcement that the Govern- 
ment would accept the laws proposed by the Duma, 
establishing liberty of speech, of the press and of 
public meetings.

Out of the whole “welter” in Russia, the only thing 
clearly apparent is that the Czar continues yielding 
weakly and in bad faith at every point when he 1s 
no longer able to resist the popular impulse repre- 
sented by the Duma. As against the vacillation of 
the Czar, Russia showed the veteran Admiral Ko- 
jestvensky, pleading guilty before the courtmartial 
empowered to sentence him to death asa scapegoat for 
the bureaucracy which sent him to meet Japan with 
a rotten navy and a rebellious crew. He declared 
that he took all the blame and Wished to be alone 
in bearing the punishment. 

The news of the outbreak of virulent cholera at 
Manila is startling, in view of the fact that the 
United States authorities in the Philippines are car- 
rying out a system of sanitation there which 
far more thorough than anything to be found at 
home.

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HAPPINESS AND THE HOMECROFT. 

The “Homecrofters’ Guild” now operating in 
Waterton, Mass., is intended to take advantage of 
the age of trolley transit so as to bring ideal hap- 
piness in reach of all who are fit for it. 

Under the Homecroft plan, ideal happiness does 
not belong either to city life or to complete rusti- 
cation, but to a golden mean between the two. So 
everyone who is really fit is to be put in the way 
of reaching happiness on a “Homecroft.” He will 
take the trolley in the morning and work in the 
city during the day. Then he will take the trolley 
out to his homecroft, which will be an acre in the 
suburbs, with a cottage home, a garden, an orchard 
and a chicken yard on it. He will raise fresh veg- 
etables, “broilers” and fresh eggs for the table and 
also fresh flowers to put in the vase in the center of 
the table, so that while his lungs are being freed 
from the germs of consumption by fresh air and 
his body by fresh, wholesome food, his esthetic 
nature will be cultivated by flowers of his own rais- 
ing. 

This is ideal certainly. A large number of lectures 
might be delivered on it. It is possible and practical. 
It has been going on to a very considerable extent 
in the neighborhood of St. Louis already. There are 
scores of “homecrofts” already established on this 
plan in walking distance of St. Louis, trolley ines. 
Scores more will be. Hundreds or thousands might 
be, but-—— 

But things happen elsewhere as they do in Boston 
and some other places. When 20 homecrofts are 
started, the adjarent land is valuable for a residence 
The resident park is started. The “home- 
crofts” are then annexed and improved as a city of 
the third class. It must have granitoid sidewalks, 
paved streets, electric lights, gas, water and marble 
bathtubs. This second ideal of “rus in urbe” does 
the business for the “homecroft ideal.” It costs 
about ten times as much to the head of population 
to have all city improvements outside the city as 
it does inside. The “homecrofter”. who does not like 
it can move. He is paying his deferred payments 
on his homecroft when the taxbills for the latest 
modern improvements begin to strike him. The 
homecroft goes to the Sheriff if it cannot be sold at

Mr. Bryan has a right to interpret his own speech, 
and his emphatie repudiation of any intention to 
give countenance ‘and encouragement to the imper- 
ialists by his utterances must be taken as the final 
word on his own attitude and opinion. Nevertheless, 
the speectfdid give ground for the criticism which 
has arisen over it.

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THE OBJECT OF GOOD POLITICS. 

In one of the most widely published Fourth of July 
orations this year, a good deal was said for politi- 
eal justice, but finally it was described as “after all 
a cold and pulseless negative virtue,” not to be com- 
pared in results with “helpfulness.” 

The speech, being a political oration, not a sermon, 
deals with politics, not with religion. And the ob- 
ject of politics in countries where religion has been 
disestablished by law, has been defined as an attempt 
to secure “equal and*exact justice to all men, spe- 
cial privileges to none.” 

Can politics, can law. ever do as much as that? 
Or, if as much, can it ever do more? 

Under its latest definitions, religion in the form 
of charity can become really helpful only when it 
ceases to “pauperize” by alms giving and gives “op- 
portunity for self-support.” 

This, then, is the accepted definition of the object 
of helpfulness at its highest when it is voluntary, a 
result of religion not of coercion in any form, This, 
too, is the object of justice, of good politics as pol- 
itics becomes honest enough to result in just law 
which gives all equal opportunity for self- pupport 
and consequently for helpfulness. 

Justice, then, is necessarily helpful, not negative, 
but the one positive thing without which the objects 
of political compulsion and of free religious action 
ean never reach their common groans. 

“Equal and exact justice to all men” is enough to 
hope for from good politics. It would leave every 
man who wishes to be more than just his open and 
free opportunity to sacrifice himself completely to 
the community and the world, but it would net al- 
low the weakest to be made an unwilling sacrifice in 
the least of his rights.

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TRANSMISSION OF ELECTRICITY. 

Metal Industry, referring to an article recently 
printed in the Daily Consular and Trade Reports in 
regard to the use of aluminum cables, says that the 
Niagara, Lockport & Ontario Power Co. has planned 
to transmit electric power with aluminum cables as 
far east from Niagara as Syracuse, N. Y., 4 distance 
of 160 miles, and is considering a transmission line as 
far west as Cleveland, O., a distance of 200 miles. The 
Niagara and Syracuse line is partially finished. No 
current has been carried to New York City from 
Niagara, and Metal Industry says that to the best 
of its knowledge and belief no corporation is at present 
planning to send Niagara electric power to New 
York, which would require a cable line of 400 miles. 


GRAPE LEAVES AS MEDICINE. 

Grape leaves are the sovereign remedy in Switzer- 
land for cuts and fresh wounds. Decoctions of the 
juice of the leaves are used in poultices. An agreeable 
tea is also made from the leaves, which is said great- 
ly to strengthen the nerves. The leaves are also ex- 
cellent {ood for cows, hogs and sheep. The ‘‘tears’’ 
of the vine (used medicinally) are a limpid exudation 
of the sap at the time the plant. begins budding, and 
are found on the vine where the slightest wound oc- 
curs to the plant. The liquid is collected by cutting 
off the ends of the canes, bending them down, and 
sticking the ends into the neck of the bottle, which 
will be filled in a few days. The wood and branches 
are used in the manufacture of baskets, furniture, 
rustic work; bark for tying material, etc., etc., and, 
when burned, potash and salts. 


TRAIN TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

For the purpose of widening the sphere of useful- 
ness of the telephone, extensive experiments are be- 
ing made on the Harriman lines. It is proposed, ‘if 
found practicable, to equip trains with a telephonic 
device enabling the conductor and engineer to con- 
sult while the train is in motion.

SUBMARINE CRUISE OF 325 MILES. 

One of the greatest feats of torpedo-boat activity 
was accomplished when, after making a submerged 
voyage of 325 miles, the boat Lake, a submarine 
cruiser, anchored today off, Atlantic Highlands with 
a aboard safe and sound. The Lake left Norfolk at 

2:19 o'clock the afternoon of June 25, and with the 
exception of a few moments off Cape Henry, when 
she stopped to signal Mr. Lake, her inventor, and 
again when off Barnegat, the crew shut down for a 
time to watch a school of whales, the engines kept 
going at a speed of seven -knots. 

This, the longest continuous trip ever made by a 
submarine boat, was accomplished easily by the 259- 
horsepower gasoline engine with which the driver 
is equipped.

Mrs. Robertson Shot Husband 
After Long and Severe 
Beating.

TERRE HAUTB, Ind., July 7.—Judge 
Fortune and the police were unable to 
suppress the outbreak of applause in 
the City Court when the Judge made a 
ruling acquitting Mrs. Estella Robert- 
son of the charge of murdering her 
husband the morning of June 8. The 
stamping of feet and clapping of hands 
and was not abated until the crowd had 
given what it termed proper expression 
of approval of Judge Fortune’s find- 
ing. 

The court’s action jn releasing Mrs. 
Robertson came after several witnesses 
had testified. On hearing the evidence, 
Prosecutor Cooper on behalf of the 
State made a motion that the woman be 
discharged and Judge Fortune was 
quick to act in compliance with the 
request of the State’s attorney. 

Accompanied by her brother, Mrs. 
Robertson hurried out of the court- 
room and evaded the crowd which was 
stampeding over the railing to congrat- 
ulate her. 

It was ap operant all along that the 
sympathy of all the residents of the 
vicinity was with the woman and the 
courtroom was crowded with friends 
and neighbors of the accused. 

Mrs. Robertson was dressed in a plain 
black, neat-fitting dress and a black 
hat. She is a woman small in stature, 
neat in appearance, modest, and bears 
no indications of being a woman who 
would do a desperate act. 

The State had practically no evidence. 
The defense imtroduced witnesses to 
show that William Robertson, the vic- 
tim, had frequently assaulted his wife 
and that she usually bore the marks 
of his brutality. “Several witnesses tes- 
tified that Robertson was an habitual 
drunkard and that when under the in- 
fluence of Mquor was mean and quar- 
relsome. After testimony showing the 
character of the man, Mrs. Robertson 
was placed on the stand to tell the 
story of the tragedy.

She told how on the evening of June 8 
William Robertson, her husband, started 
for his work at the glass factory, after 


she had assisted him in dressing. About 
an hour later he came back home, and 
when asked by his wife why he came 
home, he replied that it was too 
hot to work.”’

LONDON, July 7.—The workmen en- 

Saged in pulling down Harcourt House, 
Cavendish Square, once the residence 
of the eccentric Duke of Portland, the 
fifth of his line, made a curious discoy- 
ery which may have an important de- 
velopment on the Druce case. 
» The claim of the Druce family to the 
dukedom is largely based on the con- 
tention that the fifth Duke of Port- 
land and Thomas Charles Druce, the 
founder and proprietor of the Baker 
Street Bazaar, were one and the same 
person. It was contended that the Duke 
was in the habit of passing between 
Harcourt House and the Baker street 
Bazaar by means of a subterranean 
passage between the two places. 

Hitherto no such tunnel had been dis- 
covered. However, the men engaged in 
pulling down the house were employed 
in a cellar on the west side of the 
house, when they broke down part of 
a wall and found themselves in a brick 
passage. 


“We were surprised,” said one of the 
men, “for we had not been told of its 
existence. At first we thought it was 


‘simply a coal-cellar, for there were signs 


that coal had been stored here some 
years ago, and there were traps with 
covers in the ceiling. 

‘When we went on, however, we saw 
that no coal-cellar could be as large as 
this one. It stretched away under the 
grounds in front of the house, and we 
measured 32 yards before we were 
stopped by a wall. 

ney en we have broken this down, 
which will be done in a day or two, it 
will be possible to see whether this 
tunnel goes further. Experienced men 
who have investigated the matter, say 
they are sure that the passage continues 
a long way.” 

Harcourt House, the gloomiest and 
most prison-like mansion in Cavendish 
Square, was built by Lord Bingley near- 
ly two centuries ago. Even then, sur- 
rounded by high walls with a severe 
stone front, it resembled anything but a 


- town house. 


It was subsequently bought by the 
Earl of Harcourt, and afterwards by the 
fifth Duke of Portland, who at once had 
alterations effected which deepened the 
mysterious and repellant aspect. He had 
a great deal of subterranean work car- 
ried out secretly, and a high wall thrown 
up which completely hid the house.

“Louis XVI of France was one of the 
most beloved monarchs. He was very 
kind and his people esteemed him great- 
ly. But while still young he suffered of 
some disease and died of loss of blood. 
For many weeks after his death the 
monarch was sincerely mourned. After 
him came his brother, Louis XVII, who 
was welcomed by the French nation.

THE BENEFITS OF CONSOLIDATION. 


Being a Very Learned Disquisition on the Art of Stretching 
$1,000,000 Into $90,000,000 and Keeping What Is Vulgarly 
Known as the “Cream” to Yourself, While the Gullible Public 
Scrambles for the Skimmed Milk. 


T HE Professor of Mathematics surveyed the eager faces-before him be- 
nigniy.

We will neglect its 
financing and take only its actual cost. It is operated profitably for a long 
term of years, during which its rails and equipment are worn out and have 
to be renewed three times at a cost aggregating $400,000. Thus you see the 
road has cost $500,000, which may be taken as a basis when we proceed to the 
next step of the problem. Incidentally, I may remark the stock issue now 
aggregates $1,000,000, and there are two issues of bonds, $500,000 in all on 
the property. 


$100,000 SUPPORTS $1,500,000 CAPITAL. 

“Now, my eager young friend, I anticipate your objection, and it is not nec- 
essary for you to state it. Arithmetically the road is an asset of $100,000 
back of $1,500,000 in securities, but mathematically there are three elements 
—which you fail to consider—in the problem: The perpetual right to occupy 
public streets without cost, which is the franchise element; the earning power 
of the road, which is the annual dividend element, and the desire of the people 
to secure profitable investments, which is the gullibility element. Now, as a 
matter of fact, the road pays 6 and 5 per cent on its bond issues and 8 per 
cent on its stock, which are complete answers to your scrupulous objection to 
its securities. | 

“There are ten other street railways in the city which, for simplicity, I will 
assume are identical in financiering with the one I have reviewed. They are 
to some extent competitors for traffic. They maintain ten distinct corps of em- 
ployes and power plants. They buy their materials through ten distinct purchas- 
ing agencies. Obviously a consolidation of these railways would effect great 
economies in management. 

“Havimg thus given you some hints of the proper use of figures I will state 
the basis of consolidation thus: 
Ten railways cost 
Ten railways have capital stock 10,000,000 
Ten railways owe on bonds 5,900,000 

“And I will ask the tall gentleman with glasses, in the back row, to tell me 
what the capitalization should be?” 

“Twenty millions,” ventured the tall young man with glasses, timorously.” 

“Tut! Tut! I will pass the question to my fair young friend in the first

multiple and arrive at the result, $40,000,000. Now we have a large property. 
a monopoly certain of returns far in efcess of competitive business, and the 
public will be eager to buy. We desire to let“the public in and yet retain con- 
trol of the properties, and we must also retire the $5,000,000 of bonds. There 
are also the expenses of promoting the consolidation to be met. We will con- 
solidate the public’s normal desire for profitable investment, its probable ab° 
normal over-eagerness to get in on a good thing, with the value of our securi- 


ties as a basis of loans and trades in the grain and other speculative markets, 
and again use the multiple two, which gives us a capitalization of $80,000,000. 
We will add to this sum an arbitrary sum of $10,000,000, to be given the cap- 
tains of finance who engineer the deal,\and arrive at a grand total of $90,000, 
000, 

“Now as this sum would seem excessive even to an excessively gullible 
public, we will conceal the aggregate by dividing it into bonds, preferred stock 
and common stock. The bonds we will sell to our friends, the trustees of es. 
tates who are prohibited by law from investing in stocks, and we will guar. 
antee 6 per cent interest-on them. The preferred we will sell to our acquaint. 
ances and guarantee a dividend of not more than 8 per cent, to be paid out o: 
the eK > after the cost of operation and the interest on the bonds has bee, 
paid. ‘e will reserve to the common stock the control of the corporation and 
unload all of it we do not need (49 per cent) on the general public. I hope you 
have followed me attentively.”

HOW TO PLAY | 
LAWN TENKIS 


Miss May Sutton Gives Some 
Pointers to Girl Players 
Just Beginning. 


It is a fact, I take it, that there is a 
knack of playing tennis and that not 
every one is born with the trait, says 
Miss Mary Sutton. But it is quite 
as certainly a fact that love of 
the game, practice and aim to suc- 
ceed at it have made 99 first-rate play- 


ers where natural ability has made one. 
I am satisfied that any girl who 1s 
strong enough to play a set of tennis 
without resting continually can,s learn 
if she will play a first-rate game. 

I do not know it all. I do not even 
think that 1 do. But tournament play 
gives one more experience than mere 
pleasure games, and I believe that | 
would be counted stupid if I did not 
know something of how to learn to play 
tennis and what not to do. I would not 
like to guarantee that every girl who 
reads this article will go out next year, 
or in 10 years, and win the national or 
even a local championship. But I think 
she will get more pleasure from her ten- 
nis and bring up the standard of her 
game. 

Must Be Stroug and Healthy. 

In the first place tennis, like all other 
sports, requires a certain measure of 
physical strength and fair health. I never 
did much training in my life. Before the 
championship matches at Philadelphia 
I prepared myself to be in perfect health, 
and was careful to eat regularly and of 
wholesome food. I always have been in 
good condition and able to stand the 
hardest sort of tennis at a moments 
notice. 1 think the reason for this 1s 
that I eat carefully, sleep soundly,, and 
at least nine hours a night, and that l 
spend much time out of doors. If a girl 
is naturally weak she would have to be- 
gin, of course, with a small amount of 
play, and then some light exercise, say 
a walk of a mile or so. I walk a great 
deal, not because I need it, but because 
I like it. But I think that if I were not 
‘as strong as I am I would choose walk- 
ing as the best possible exercise to gain 
strength. 

I am supposing that the girl knows 
something of the game, knows how to 
score and has a general idea of the ules 
of the game. She should know all the 
rules before she attempts a match game, 
of course, but it is hardly necessary to 
read dry rules when she can learn them 
more easily with a little actual experi- 
ence with someone who does know the 
complexities of the game. The principal 
rule to remember is in regard to serv- 
ing, this year’s code forbidding a run- 
ning or walking start on the serve, and 
all rules forbidding that any part of 
either foot shall be inside the court un- 
til after thé ball is served. 

Don’t Learn Too Fast. 

Begin easily, and do not try to learn 
too much at once. The first thing of 
course is to hold the racket properly, 
and until this is mastered it is not much 
use to try fancy strokés. The racket 
should be held never further than an 
inch from the end, and never with two 
hands. If you allow yourself to sup- 
port the racket with the second hand 
on any sort of stroke you will get into 
a habit hard to break. Hold the racket 
firmly, but do not tire your hand with 
a hard, stiff grip. Tennis is pre-eml- 
nently a graceful game, from first to 
last. 

A strong service is only a matter of 
much practice. There are some players 
that never acquire an efficient serve, 
and only a few who can hope to win 
points infallibly with their serve. Con- 
tent yourself first with getting the ball 
over the net and into the proper court, 
then gradually you will find yourself 
able to put more strength and speed into 
vour serve, and to send the ball closer 
each time to the top of the net. rhe 
lower a ball is served the greater the 
angle it makes in rebounding, of course, 
and the more difficult & is to return.

The cat that visited the bed of Mrs. 
Mary J. Ziegler a few hours before she 
died at the St. Louis Baptist Hospital, 
Garrison and Franklin avenues, has 
been banished from the corridors of the 
hospital. 

Gustave Ziegler said last night that 


he thinks the visit of the cat hastened 
the death of his wife. and this belief is 
said to be shared by:- some. of their 
friends, but the doctors and nurses say 
that the end was fast approaching and 
that hope that she would recover had 
been abandoned. 

Mr. Ziegler is employed by the Estey 
Piano Co., and he and his wife lived at 
1210 North Spring avenue. Mrs. Ziegler 
ware suffering with cancer, and her phy- 
sician, Dr. Harry E. Ferrell, who was 
a close personal friend of her husband, 
told Mr. Ziegler that an operation was 
necessary to prolong her life. 


Cat Jumped on Bed. 


Mrs. Ziegler was removed to the 
hospital and an operation was per- 
formed June 26. Dr. Ferrell was hope- 
ful that Mrs. Ziegler might eventually 
recover, as the operation appeared to 
be successful. 

Her condiiton, however, was criti- 
cal, and Dr. John C. Brams, acting 
superintendent of ‘the hospital, ar- 
ranged that a special nurse should at- 
tend the patient. 

On Friday night, after the nurse 
had administered the required medi- 
cines, Mrs. Ziegler dropped off into 
siumber. The nurse sat beside her 
bed, with a hand resting on the cover- 
let, so that if the patient made a 
move it would arouse the nurse. 

A short while after midnight the 
nurse was startled by a scream that 
came from her patient's lips. In an 
instant she was wide awake and on 
her feet. On the bed was a little 
gray kitten, about 4 months old, that 
had wandered in and had sprung on 
the bed. When it touched Mrs. Zieg- 
ler, who was sleeping lightly, it 
awoke her, and in her nervous condi- 
tion she was startled and screamed. 
The nurse removed the kitten and 
soon quieted the patient. — 


Incident Caused’ Talk. 


No report was made of the occur- 
rence and next day when Mr. Ziegler 
visited the hospital his wife related 
the str@nge action of the cat. It did 
not impress him at the time, anq it 
was not until his wife died and others

Oleoit 
and William q. Judge organ! ized the 
first Theosophical Society at New York. 
its avowed objects were “To form the 
nucleus Of a universal brotherhood of 
humanity without any distinctions 
whatever, and to promote the study of 
ancient and modern religious, philoso- 
phies and sciences: to investigate the 
unexplained laws of nature and the 
psychical powers of man. 

Not these objects, however, but the 
belief in successive reine arnations and 
Karma--the soul's résponsibility for 
past acts—nave peen regarded as the 
distinguishing featurcs of the cult, 

Since 187 the society, which “has 
branches in America, Great Britain, In-

One Dem- 
ocrat, Judge Dale of Guthrie, has an- 
nounced that he is going after the nom- 
ination, and one Republican, ex-Gov. 
Ferguson, has indicated his willingness 
to accept the nomination if it is ten- 
dered him. 

Scores of others are in a receptive 
mood and a number of them are already 
being boomed for the governorship by 
anxious friends or by aspiring enemies 
who would like to get them out of the 
way of some smaller office by encour- 
aging them to seek an office they can 
never attain. 

The most prominently mentioned Re- 
publican candidates for the governor- 
ship are the present territorial] Gover- 
nor, Frank Frantz, and his predecessor 
in that office, Tom Ferguson. Ferguson 
is in the Flynn camp, while Frantz is 
more closely allieq with McGuire. For 
this season some Republicans: have as- 
serted that the party will have to se- 
lect some candidate other than Frantz 
or Ferguson if they expect to placate 
the factions now existing in the party. 


Towws Founder Ambitious. 


One of the most prominently men- 
tioned Democrats who aspires to be 
Governor of Oklahoma is J. J. Mc- 
Alester of McAlester. -It is said Mc- 
Alester could draw heavily upon the 
Democratic vote in the Choctaw and 
Chickasazt mauons, and. especially in 
the populous mining districts. McAles- 
ter founded the present town of Mc- 
Alester, and is one of the leading busi- 


ness men of the new State. 

Dr. D. M. Hailey is another resident 
of McAlester who would like to run for 
Governor on the Democratic ticket. It 
is urged in his behalf that while he is 
not a statesman, he is an honest, old- 
fashioned doctor, and one of the fore- 
most Democrats in that part of the new 
State. The most prominently mentioned 
candidate from the west side of the 
State is Judge Dale of Guthrie.

I believe the city can save money by 


buying the Eads Bridge. Just what

It cost something like $6,500,000 to build 
the Eads Bridge. I believe it could be 
purchased for much less than that sum. 

The railroads need a bridge devoted 
exclusively to the service of the rail- 
roads. Our congested freight facilities 
prove this. Now, with a new railr 
bridge St. Louls will have commodi- 
ous railroad terminals. 

As to the question of rates. which

Railway Bill, Finds That Construction of Lines Proposed Would 


Leave South Side Without 


The Busch franchise bill; as it passed 
the City Council, has a single title, cov- 
ering two 
grants ever proposed in the way of rail- 
road franchises. 

Anyone at the City Hall, Councilman, 
Delegate or Mayor, who wishes to test 
this assertion, can do so by doing what 
was done by a Post-Dispatch represent- 
ative. That is by following from point 
to point, from block to block, mile aft- 
er mile, on foot, each one of these 
routes as far as they are defined in the 
ordinance. 

The Council bill is entitled “an ordi- 
nance to authorize the Manufacturers’ 
Railway Co. to construct, maintain and 
operate its road or railway from a point 
in Second street, near Utah street, in a 
southerly direction to a point in the city 
limit line, said point being about 400 
feet west of Morgan Ford road and 
along and across intervening streets 
and alleys and city blocks and across 
private property.” 

Under this single title there are really 
two lines of road provided for with @ 
common focus, inconspicuously de- 
seribed in the ordinance as a city block 
adjacent to the ‘intersection of Osage 
street and Missouri avenue.” 

Will Hold River Front. 

From this point north one of these 
lines commands the future of Bt. Louis 
on the river front, controlling the ter- 
ritory between Broadway and the riv- 
er, from Heckman street to a point 
north of Utah street, between Lyon 
Park and the Arsewal_ reservation, 
both of which this “bill incidentally as- 
sures to the future uses of those who 
control this line. From the intersection 
of Osage and Missouri avenue, a block 
east of Broadway, this line is continued 
south to the bluff overlooking the river 
and adjoining the bluff on which the 
City Workhouse stands, fronting Broad- 
way and extending back to the “step- 
ping over place,’’ below which are the 
Iron Mountain Railroad tracks, almost 
on the river level. 

This ig the north and south line, in- 
tended to control the river front and 
hold what is left along the river front- 
age for bridge approaches and ter- 
minals. It will do it. From the day 
gich a franchise is granted, South St. 
Louis belongs to the holders of it, their 
heirs and assigns. 

The second Busch line, which is In- 
tended to control the available outlet 
from the river front to the city limits 
south of Carondelet and across and 
along the whole vast extent of South 
St. Louls, begins inconspicuously in the 
middle of a clause of the ordinance 
without even a paragraph to distinguish 
it from the first route. In the language 
of the ordinance at this critical point, 
“the line of railway shall also com- 
mence at a point in the line hereinbe- 
fore described.” 

The “Shall ALSO COMMENCE”" does 
the work for the’ second line and the 
“also” makes sure that| the second com- 
mencement shall be a legal proceed- 
ing from “block twenty-five hundred 
and sixty-one’ and thence ‘through 
said block across the intersection of 
Osage street and Missouri avenue.” 

The intersection of Osage street and 
Missouri avenue is thus the point on 
the street map of 8t. Louis from which 
the Busch line north and south and the 
Busch line southwest-and south extend 
into the future of St. Louis In @ way 
which makes it certain that the fran- 
chise for either one of these lines is the 
making of more billionaires. 


In Way of Free Bridge. 


The north and south line controlling 
the river front between the Workhouse 
and Lyon Park is worth an \ncalculable 
sum in its present and future possibili- 
tles. The value of the franchise for the 
second route, the southweatern line 
crossing Broadway and extend final- 
ly to the city Hmits on the extreme 
south may be worth even mord in the 
future than the first, but at pres}nt the 
north and south lne between byoad- 
way and the river is of the most 
ing importance to the city, whic 
voted bonds for a free bridge. :

tion. The street is Second street and 
the point of beginning, “50 feet north 
of Utah street,’’ puts this great line 
of the future between a city park and 
a Government military reservation. 
At this beginning, the line is con- 
nected with nothing in particular, 
though the Busch brewery is in easy 
reach on the other side of the park 
and the reservation. There is nothing 
in the ordinance or out of it, so far, 
to explain this, But on the other side 
of the military reservation, next to 
the river front on reservation ground 
there is already laid a Busch track, 
waiting to connect with something. 
Inferentially, the Arsenal buildings 
and grounds which have been part of 
St. Louis since Jackson's administra- 
tion, are expected to disappear into 
terminals when this line opens with a 
double track from its beginning in the 
Street adjoining the east fence of 
Lyon Park. Incidentally, Lyon Park 
becomes no longer fit for park pur- 
poses when the system is in operation. 


Like Merchants’ Bridge. 


This, however, is a«small matter in 
comparison with what is to be con- 


sidered on the north of the Arsenal 
reservation as far as the Chain of 
Rocks. The openings for northern 
terminals were voted away in the ex- 
periment with Merchants’ Bridge, 
Whose promoters pledged themselves 
against selling or assigning to railroad 
monopolies with the same force and 
in very much the came language as 
that used in the “Manufacturers” or- 
dinance. 

What was given to the Merchants’ 
Bridge on the north, this ordinance 
Bives to the “Manufacturers” on the 
south. That is, it 8ives all that is left 
of the river front most available for 
controlling the future trade of the 
city. Between the Arsenal reserva- 
tion north and the point at which the 
elevated tracks turn from the Levee 
front to enter Mill Creek Valley, there 
is no place on the river from which 
an Outlet across the city is_ possible 
until the territory to be controlled 
from this point at the southeast cor- 
ner Of Lyon Park is reached. 

Nothing is left to chance in this re- 
“pect. The ordinance begins by mak- 
ae of everything north of the

the line zigzags from Street to street 
on its way to the intersection of Mis- 
sourl avenue and Osage, with Hickman 
Street just beyond as its terminus. com- 
manding the best Point available for 
approaches from the river. At Hick- 
man street, overlooking Arsenal Island, 
with Cahokia and the tracks of the 
Mobile & Ohio and other roads across 
the river, the Great Bend in the river 
ends. It begins north of the Merchants 
bridge. South Broadway, keeping its 
course from Chouteau avenue to the 
Busch brewery and Lyon Park, ap- 
proaches the river so nearly at Utah 
Street that if it kept its direct course 
further it would run into the river at 
Hickman street and the Workhouse 
bluff. It changes its direction and as 
it reaches the Workhouse it is again so 
close to the river that- it would once 
more run into it, without another 
change of direction. 


Main and Other Tracks. 


The North and South line of the 


Manufacturers’ " franchise controls 
this southern part of the Great Bend 
by occupying as far as possible every 
available nor? and south street the 
city has opened between Broadway and 
the river. Owing to the Great Bend, 
all these streets have the Same tend- 
ency to run into the river shown by 
Broadway itself. This insures the con- 
trol of the whole territory to those who 
get the franchise first for tracks on the 
streets which will carry the tracks. 
Such streets, once occupied by the line, 
are no longer city streets, but railroad 
rights of way, even with a single track; 
and the ordinance provides for ‘not 
more than two main tracks over, along 
and across” the entire route. This may 
be read, “not more than two MAIN 
tracks,”’ as well as in other ways. In 
any way in which it is read. it covers 
the case and the ground. As it runs 
along DeKalb street, Kosciusko street 
any Missour!l avenue, the line zigzags 
across lots, streets and alleys to reach 
the north and south streets. The seem- 
ingly simple plan has the several pur- 
poses of reaching and occupying these 
streets as a right of way already made 
for it by the city: of changing direc- 
tion from street to street so as to 
avoid running into the river, and finally. 
of occupying one after another, each of 
the available north and south streets 
between Broadway and the river, by 
which a line can be extended from the 
Lyon Park to the Workhouse bluff. If 
the main purpose is-to pre-empt this 
whole stretch of territory completely, 
the route does it so well that it could 
hardly have been done better. The 
bluffs under which run the tracks of the 
Iron Mountain, extend from the Ar- 
senal reservation to the Workhouse. 
The north and south streets in chang- 
ing their direction with the sudden 
narrowing of the Great St. Louls Rend 
in the river, come tnte broken territory. 
Oecupyinge the city 
{any line in the 
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whole territory to the holders of the 
franchise for the North and South 
line between Utah and Hickman 
streets, with ‘‘not more than two main 
tracks.” After these two main tracks 
bey once down, the use of the other 
city blocks and streets in the terri- 
tory is for spurs and switches and 
the warehouses which go with them. 

There is no question left, after 
going over the territory, that it is 
better fitted for this purpose than for 
any other. It contains many resi- 
dences, but they belong largely to the 
period when “South St. Louis” was 
first laid off as an “addition” between 
the Arsenal reservation and the Ma- 
rine Hospital. Their occupaats will 
be ready either to remain in spite of 
having the entire territory devoted to 
terminals and warehouses, or else to 
Vacate without great regret. The 
business buildings of the territory are 
of a kind which would be rather 
helped than hurt by the changes the 
line would make. 

This territory, occupied by termi- 
nals which the city could be certain 
of controlling from the approaches of 
its own bridge, Would make the future 
of the city certain along the lines of 
its greatest opportunity now left for 
manufacturing expansion. It is great- 
ly superior to the North End Mer- 
chants’ Bridge territory in almost 
every respect. 

The control] 
the river front 


of this stretch along 
is the control of the 
city, from the Workhouse bluff to 
Mill Creck Valley, as far as every- 
thing on the map of the United States 
east of the river is concerned. The 
only thing left after this would be to 
build another city, a new St. Louis 
with Carondelet as its starting point. 
And when built, such a city would not 
only be cut off from the St. Louis 
Which was originally located inside 
the great bend, but it would also be 
bounded by the second line of the 
“Manufacturers” franchise—the line 
only touched on here which commands 
the whole vast territory of South St. 
Louis as it follows Osceola street, be- 
yond Grand avenue and turns south- 
ward to the city limits south of Car- 
ondelet. 


EIGHTY ENGINES COMING, 


Wabash to Begin to Receive 
New Equipment N2xt Week. 


Vice-President E. B. Pryor of the Wa- 
bash Railroad, who returned from New 
York yesterday, said that next week 
the Wabash would be receiving from 
the manufacturers the 80 new locomo- 
tives which formed a large part of the 
recent Wabash equipment order. Sixty 
of these engines are to be used in the 
freight service and 20 in the switching 
service. Another portion of the order 
is for 6000 freight cars. 

Of the 6900 freight cars, 4000 will be of 
100,000 pounds capacity. Box cars of 40- 
ton capacity will make up the car or- 
der. The apvroximate cost of the 
equipment is $7,000,000. 

A large part of this purchase of mo- 
tive power and freight equipment was 
made on account of the extension of the 
Wabash lines into the Pittsburg iron 
and steel district, but the purchase also 
will afford the apportionment of more 
equipment to the St. Louis district, for 
which there is a pronounced demand, 
for the movement of grain now being 
harvested in Wabash tefritory in the 
Central West. 


DROPS RAILWAY SUIT. 


Implement Company Claimed 
$2000 Damages. 


A nonsuit was taken yesterday after- 
noon in the case of the Kingham-St. 
Louis Implement Co, against the South- 
ern Railway in Judge McDonald's 
court, after the Judge, at the conclusion 
of the plaintiff's case, had indicated 
that he would instruct the jury to find 
for the defendant. 

The suit was for $2000. claimed as 
damages to three carloads of binding 
twine and farming implements by the 
flood of 193.

At present, the section known as the 
Artesian Belt, because it is covered with 
artesian wells, extends from Robstown 
to Raymordville,'a distance of about 
100 miles, and there are millions of acfes 
within the radius of its fertilizing influ- 
ence; There are 300 of these wells, each 
bofed to a depth of 5300 to 600 feet. After 
the boring is completed, a pipe is placed 
in the ground and the water comes 
bursting forth naturally to the trrigation 
reservoirs. 

The. water flsw of these artesian wells 
Ia generally 250 cubic feet per minute 
and the oldest well in the region has 
not shown so far any perceptible dimf- 
nution in its discharge.

snakes with extreme care. But down on 
the plains of Mastern Colorado, near the 
Republican River, there lives a fearless 
little daughter of Eve, a schoolma’am, 
who, far from avoiding snakes, hunts 
them up, robs them of their scaly hides 
and adds them to her collection. She 
has 22 skinsgin all. 

She is a Denver girl—Miss Rae Hitch- 
man of Montclair—and is attending the 
normal institute here. ‘Il used to be 
afraid of snakes,”’ she confessed, ‘‘but lI 
was always finding them on my way to 
school, and so I nerved myself to kill 
thém. Now I have deveioped a mania 
for snakes. They are Such interesting 
things, and I want to get a collection of 
snakes of Colorado and Kansas.”’ 

“This big rattler,’’ Miss Hitchrnan 
picked up a wicked-looking, diamond- 
marked skin measuring five feet, 
near finishing me. I stumbled up» 
one November morning on my w:: 
school, all coiled and ready to strike. It 
was chilly and he was a little slow in 
his movements. That was all that saved 
me. I found a board and killed him, 
but it was rather a close call.’’

WILD ELEPHANT 1S 
FASILY TRAINED AS 


BEAST 


OF BURDEN 
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Huge Creature, Within Three Months After Capture, Readily 


Understands His Master and Obeys 
Instantly. 


Special Correspondence of the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. 


LUCKNOW, India, June 1.—It makes 
one marvel to see the things a wild 
elephant can be trained to do in from 
iiree to six months, and how trac- 
lable the monster becomes. 

1 have seen a little EKuropean chifid, 
apparently 4 years old, go up confidingly 
to one, which saw what she wanted 
and, lifting her up with its trunk, 
placed her gently on his neck. 

Under the old Hindoo Rajas, when 
elephants were made to put criminals 
to death, an elephant would be stand- 
ing still among u number of peopie, 
when a criminal would be brought up 
and the order given. in a moment, 
without hesitation, the elephant would 
throw him up into the air or rend him 
in pieces or tread him under foot or 
thrust its tusk through him, accord- 
ing to the order given. 

Yet these handsomely powerful crea- 
tures wil take punishment from their 
keepers as patiently as a dog will from 
its master. Every driver carries a 
heavy, pointed iron hook, with which 
he will strike his elephant on the head 
till the thick hide breaks if it is dis- 
obedient. When an elephant is utterly 
refractory a spear is thrust into tender 
parts of its skin. 

Perhaps the most remarkable of all 
the feats an elephant performs is ‘the 
part it takes in the catching and sub- 
duing of its own species, which I de- 
scribed for the readers of Post-Dispatch 
six months ago in reporting the great

A wag, noticing how perfectly straight 
log was laid on log, declared that he saw 
the elephant close one eye and look 
along the line. 

The obedience of elephants to spoken 
orders is instantaneous. I have been on 
the back of an elephant going through 4 
jungle, when a small horn which some 
deer had shed lay on the patch. The 
native driver, who, as usual, sat on the 
elephant’s neck, without making | any 
sign, simply said: ‘‘Give me that!”’ The 
elephant heard him, saw the unusual ob- 
ject and, without stopping, picked it up 
and threw it over its head into my 
hands. 


Thetr Many Employments. 


Flephants have been employed for war, 
for labor, for ceremony, for hunting and 
for show. The first use passed away 
with the introduction of firearms; and 
the improvement of roads in India is 
doing away with the use of elephants for 
labor. When roads were bad, as they 
always were under former governments, 
heavy e could not be carried, nor 
heavy guns dragged without elephants. 

Tiger shooting will always be safer 
with elephants; and in some places could 
not well be done except on an elephant, 
which enables the hunter to see over 
the tall bushes and rank grass that 
densely cover the und. 

Most native chiefs and nobles still 
consider it necessary for their to 
keep one or more elephants, but they 
do not use them , as they 
for ancient customs fas 


sam, Bengal and the far and certain 
parts of the south. 
I predict a day when tourist agencies 


will keep an elephant or two for the 


gratification of their patrons, as an cle- 
phant ride-whtl“not be-etherwise obtain- 
able. In the places I have mentioned 
their destruction is strictly forbidden, 
and their capture is a Government mo- 
nopoly—the British Government in Brit- 
ish India and the native Government in 
independent States. 

Although elephants would soon be ex- 
terminated but for this law, their free- 
dom is cccasionally a sore vexation to 
farmers, planters and cultivators, and 
even to owners of flower gardens. The 
proprietor is awakened from sleep by 
the crashing of branches, and though 
he may scare the depredators off (which 
is easily done) by shooting, waving a 
light or firing a gun, he finds tn the 
morning that his crops have been wast- 
ed, his fruit trees broken, his garden 
trampled down: and perhaps his out- 
houses wrecked, 


Piow Ground as They Walk. 


A tea planter said to me that he just 
clapped his hands at a herd of 20 and 
they hurried away, leaving him the best 
piece of ploughed land in the district, 
for such huge beasts, with five hoofs 
on each foot cannot move quickly over 


soft ground without turning over the 


soil. 

Elephants are bred in captivity and 
wherever they are kept a baby elephant 
may occasionally be seen. But ine 
number produced in this way is not suf- 
ficient for the demand; so wild ones 
are caught and trained. And as the 
price of an ordinary elephant is some- 
times $3000, a good catch pays. 

The old-fashioned native method of 
catching elephants was to dig pitfalls 
in their way, the trap heing ‘loosely 
covered with bamboos and grass or 
leaves. When an elephant fell into one 
of these it was left without food for 


two or three days. Loops of stout rope 


were then put around its neck and feet 
from above, and the other ends of the 
ropes were fastened to trees. Wood and 
stones were next throne into the pit, the 
elephant rising az the bottom was 
raised and the ropes being drawn tight- 
er, until the pit was full enough to 
permit the elephant to step out. 

This method with pitfalis was very 
cruel and -sgmetimes resulted in the 
death of one @lephant out of two. Even 
if the bottom Of ‘the pit were covered 
with a deep layer of brushwood to break 
the fall, the losses amounted to one- 
third of all the antmals taken.

Buckingham, Sustained by Courts Takes Charge Over the Protests 


of the Impeached Bidaman, Who Defies Enemies to 
Come Outside and Put Him Out. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 7.—Mayor 
Buckingham’s new Board of Public 
Safety today appointed Detective Nich- 
Olas Feiler Chief of Police and made a 
sweeping order that all®the liquor laws 
be rigidly enforced. Names are or- 
dered off the doors in*the red light dis- 
trict and no lights are to be permitted, 
beginning tonight. The Nicholson law 
will be enforced. 

All forms of gambling were ordered 
suppressed and all paraphernalia de- 
stroyed. 

Judge Robinson of the Indiana Appel- 
late Court last night dissolved Mayor 
Bidaman’s injunction against Comp- 
troller Buckingham assuming the office 
of Mayor. 

Immediately following this action Su- 
perintendent of Police Linde resigned 
and the Buckingham Board of Public 
Safety, composed of I. G. Reading and 
1. H. Tuckett, Republicans, and Otto 
Hernung, Democrat, assumed charge, 
supplanting the old board. The effect 
of the decision is to make Buckingham 
Mayor and to enforce the laws against 
saloons and gambling. 

Carnival of Lawlessness. 

The last two meetings of the Common 
Counctl have been attended by threats 
and armed forces and disorderly ad- 
journments. To cap the. climax, the 
Bartenders’ Union has boycotted the 
councilmen who voted against a wide 
open town. It is the life and death 
struggle for control of the Council be- 
tween the “new party,’’ shouting under 
the banner of reform, and the old “vest- 
ed interests,’’ which have been accus- 
tomed to dictate municipal affairs for 
20 years. 

The city is reveling in the laxity 


of administration. The red light dis- 
trict is the scene of a hundred all- 
night carousals, with the police look- 
ing on. The saloons make no pretense 
of obeying the law. Gambling is lid- 
free. The streets and parks are in- 
fested with drunken hoodlums who 


annoy women, and street fights of 


the most brutal character are com- 
mon. 

This municipal muddle is the anti- 
climax to the great fight which the 
Manufacturers’ Club and minor reform 
organizations started for pure city 
wovernment last winter. That fight 
failed, and the aroused people sunk 
back into their old anvathy under the 
domination of the saloons, the gam- 
blers, and the financial and political 
“bosses.”

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Rosenthal’s Hit. 
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Moriz Rosenthal, the great Austrian 
pianist, is to visit America next sea- 
son after an absence of eight years, 
Throughout England and the Continent 
the leonine haired Rosenthal is consid- 
ered the most consummate artist upon 
his favorite instrument the world has 
seen in the last quarter century. Amer- 
ica hailed him “‘great’’ eight years ago, 
and that he has made progress since 


that time, adding poetry to his eon- 
ceptions, subtlety and sympathy to his 
interpretations, and even power and 
briliancy to his already miraculous 
technic there seems no doubt. 

This development of Rosenthal is 
clearly indicated in an appreciation in 
the Westminister Gazette (London) un- 
der the caption, ‘“‘The Most Wonderful 
Pianist Before the Public.”” The eritic 
of this paper, among other eulogistic 
expressions, declared: 

‘Mr. Rosenthal, who — another 
exhibition of his extraordinary powers 
at St. dames’ Hall yesterday afternoon, 
may be described, perhaps without any 
exaggeration, as the most wonderful of 
all the wonderful planists before the 
public today, Listening to him, indeed, 
it is difficult to believe that any pianist 
who has ever lived—whether Liszt, Rub- 
instein, Von Buelow, or any other, can 
ever have wer By his attainments in 
the matter of execution and technic.

You see them on the 
surface, while in the case of Nina you 
explore the woman’s soul. 

Nina had been a governess in. the 
household during the reign of Annabel, 
Filmer Jesson's first wife, a negative 
creature, who had proved herself an 
adept at xeeping her politically ambil- 
tious husband’s house methodical and 
orderly. She was killed in an accident, 
and Nina, the governess, whom Filmer 
subsequently married, turned things 
topsy-turvy.. She smoked cigarettes, al- 
lowed her dogs to roam at will in the 
drawing rooms and aroused the jealous 
hatred of the Ridgeleys, thé family of 
the late Annabel, whem the fish-like 
Filmer still permits to rule his house- 
hold. 

The first two acts of the play deal en- 
tirely with the pitiless persecution of 
poor, innocent, misunderstood Nina by 
this buzzard crew of Ridgeleys—father, 
mother, son and daughter. They are 
on hand in pompous half-mourning to 
satisfy their vanity by the dedication of 
a park in memory of the late Annabel, 
and to vent their vitriolic spleen on her 
successor in Filmer Jesson’s affections. 
Their nagging is the very refinement of 
torment, and finally, on the morning of 
the park’s dedication, Nina, driven to 
the last ditch of despair, rebels and re- 
fuses to accompany her husband to the 
ceremonies. Of course, a break with 
Filmer follows. , 


Pinero’s Clever Stagecraft. 


At this juncture, however, An Annabel’s 
prig of a child unearths in the depart- 
ed paragon’s bedroom an old satchel 
containing a packet of letters that 
fall into Nina’s hands. At the hour 
when the rest of the family are to 
depart to the dedication without her 
she learns from the letters that Anna- 
bel, far from being a pink of wifely 
propriety, as every one supposes, had 
been carrying on a clandestine love 
affair with Maj. Mauréewarde, her hus- 
band's friend, for seven years, and 
that the latter, indeed, is the father 
of Jesson's child. It appears, too, that 
Annabel’s acidental death was a di- 
vine intervention, for she was prepar- 
ing to elope with her paramour. 

Here is an opportunity for supreme} 
revenge for the persecuted Nina. But 
Hilary Jesson, her husband’s man-of- 
the-world brother, intervenes, and in 
a magnificently concetved and clever- 
ly written, though attenuated scene, 
persuades Nina to hearken to her bet- 
ter nature and not bring disgrace 

upon the dead for the sake of reveng- 
ing herself against the living. Most 
American playgoers Will think that 
Hilary is a tedious ol@ chap at this 
juncture, despite his easy manners 
and hard common sense. It is safe to 
presume that much of his religious 
twaddle will be cut out of the big 
scene when the play is done at the 
Empire. 

At any rate, Nina gives the letters 
to Hilary, repents for her burst of 
indignation against the Ridgeleys 
and goes to the dedication. But the 
subsequent persecution ‘of the wife 
becomes so unbearable that Hilary 
himself turna the letters over to the 
husband. Great is the ruction that 
ensues and splendid is Nina’s trt- 
umph. Following the young wife's 
triumph over herself “it brings the 
play to a «plendid close. 

‘In “His House in Order,’ Mr, Pinero 
turns squarely away from the half- 
baked s¢x problems of his other plays 
and deals concisely with a plausible

Farmer’s Wife Is the Chief Hen 
Raiser, Says State 
Bureau. 


Special to the Post-Dispetch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 30.—John 
H. Nolen, “father of the Mis- 
souri hen,” as he is known through- 


out the State, has completed his fig- 
ures of the valuation of poultry prod- 
ucts of Missouri in 1905, estimating 
that valuation to be more than $93,- 
000,000. 

The figures are made public at the 
State Bureau of Labor Statistics, of 
which Mr. Nolen is chief clerk. 

The work of gathering the figures as 
to the poultry products was done 
jointly this year by Mr. Nolen and A. 
T. Edmonston, statistician of the La- 
bor Department. While the report to 
be made by the department will deal 
only with the products shipped, the 
department experts have estimated 
the home consumption and have prac- 
tically an accurate estimate of the to- 
tal poultry products of the State. 

When issued the report will show 
the shipments of poultry products tn

Boston Product Without Color, 
an Improvement on 
the Qld, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, July 7.—On the grounds of 
the old Robert Goul Shaw estate at 
Cottage avenue and La Grange 
Street, West Roxbury, the rare white 
Strawberry, so highly prized by epi- 
cures, is growing in abundance. 

Mrs. M. H. Crosby, who has occu- 


pied the estate since 1862, is the 
proud possessor of the vines. «The 
luxuriant growth which they have at- 
tained under careful cultivation at 
her hands, has won the admiration of 
gardeners and neighbors. 

The vines were found early in the 
spring by a daughter of Mrs. Crosby, 
who happened on them up in an out 
of the way spot nor far from the es- 
tate. Their leafage attracted the at- 
tention of Miss Crosby, who informed 
her mother, who finally decided to 
transplant some of them in their 
strawberry patch. 

Mrs. Crosby added these wild straw- 
berry vines as an experiment. The 
luxuriance attained surprised her, 
and after waiting in vain for the ber- 
ries to ripen, she decided to inspect 
the vines closer, and had the pleasure 
of finding she had a fine crop of 
Strawberries. 

The berry is green in the unripened 
state, and gradually whitens as it 
ripens. The size is the same as that 
of the average small red strawberry. 

When ripe the berry is very soft 
and longer, with a delicate strawber- 
ry flavor and a faint suggestion of 
pineapple about it. The tart taste of 
the red berry is greatly modified in 
the white variety, which is sweet and 
delicious,

Dressed poultry, pounds 11.849,.278 
Eggs, dozens 6.292.619 
Feathers, pounds 18.157 

It will be seen from this table that 
there is a growing tendency upon the 
art of poultry raisers to dress poultry 
before shipping to markets. This is due 
to the fact that refrigerator cars are 
obtainable, and that there is less loss 
in shipping dressed poultry than live 
poultry. In long shipments of live poul- 
try the chickens are very apt to lose 
weight. Sickness ts apt to develop, and 
they bring less on the market than 
dressed poultry, which reaches the mar- 
ket in the same condition as shipped. 

Set Rather Than Sell. 

It is also noticeable that egg ship- 
ments have not increased in the same 
proportion as poultry. This is said to 
be due to a growing tendency of the 
farmer’s wife, who is the real poultry 
raiser of the State, to raise chickens 
from the eggs rather than to sell the 
eggs. 

Department experts who have visited 
every county in the State estimate that 
only two-fifths of Missouri's poultry is 
shipped, the remainder being consumed 
in the counties where raised. Their es- 
timates on this basis are that the poul- 
try products in Missouri in 1905 were 
wort $93,774, 266.12. Estimating the 
population of the State as 3,500,000, this 
would make the product worth $27 to 
each individual. 

The famed Missouri mule stood well 
in 1905 in assisting the farmer to har- 
vest the corn crop of the State, but the 
fruits of his labors in this direction fell 
$18,500,000 short of the amount the hen 
brought to her owners. 

It is estimated that the poultry bust- 
ness is more profitable than any other 
of the State’s industries, as it is usual- 
ly carried on as a side line by the farm- 
ers. Not more than $6,000,000 was in- 
vested in the poultry business in Mis- 
sourl in 1905, and this amount brought 
to the investors fully 1500 per cent re- 
turns. The cost of feeding is insignifi- 
cant, as chickens on farms hustle for 
themselves. 

Monroe County led in shipments of 
live poultry in 19%, exporting 15,860,702 
pounds; Saline County exported 10,722,309 
pounds and Lafayette County 9,145,836 
pounds. 

In dressed poultry Greene County led, 
shipping 7.225.994 pounds; Buchanan 
County, 4,884,000 pounds, and Cooper 
County, 4,542,798 pounds. 

Buchanan County led in egg ship- 
ments, sending out 5,127,619 dozen; Sa- 
line sent 4,890,200 dozen, and Pettis, 4,- 
600,450 dozen. 

Pettis County led in shipments of 
feathers, exporting 179,496 pounds; 
Greene was second with 103,741 pounds 
and Boone third with 86,094 pounds.

ANTI-PASS ACT 
SSUE IN TELA 


Democratic Seekers for Nomi- 
nation for Governor All 
Oppose Free Rides. 


AUSTIN, Tex., July 7.—It has been 
pointed out that all four candidates for 
the Democratic nomination for Governor 
are vigorously opposing the issuance of 
free passes and favor the enactment of 


a law which will prevent it. In view of 
this unanimous advocacy, it is naturally 
surmised that the next Legislature 
may do something in the matter. 

It is expected that for the sixteenth 
time the platform of the next convention 
will contain an anti-pass plank. It has 
been a regular insertion for some time, 
but has never been heeded. The last 
Senate passed an anti-free transporta- 
tion bill, but the House declared it dem- 
agoguery because of some of its alleged 
impossible provisions, and that it was a 
game of politics. The Senate denied, 
but the House refused to pass the bill. 

It has been talked that if Col. Camp- 
bell receives the nomination, the Hogg 
amendments will be brought out for 
legislative consideration, or possibly for 
insertion in the platform to be adopted 
by the convention which nominates the 
next Governor of Texas. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the convention will build a 
platform patterned after the views of 
the nominee. 

The question of free transportation is 
something of a local topic since a num- 
ber of the Government employes are 
able to get passes and ride on them, too. 
They would dislike to see an anti-pass 
law, which is secretly shared by some of 
the chiefs, as they all use the paste- 
boards, and do not hesitate to say that 
they are going to use them just so long 
as they shall be issued, and it is possible 
to get them. 


MOUNTAINEERS KILL 
GIRL'S ABDUCTOR 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 7.—News 
has reached here of the killing near 
Jellico by a posse of infuriated moun- 
taineers of “‘General’’ Williams, a no- 
torious Kentucky desperado, and Ezrum 
Lawson. 

Three years ago Williams stole from 
the home of Wes Bays, a 16-year-old 
deaf and dumb girl. The desperado im- 
prisoned the girl in a hollow tree in the 
mountains. After some time she was 
rescued by a posse headed by her fath- 
er. Williams was captured and sen- 
tenced to three years in the Peniten- 
tiary. 

Last weck he returned and carried out 
a threat made when he started for the 
Penitentiary, that he would kill Bays. 
From the Bays home Williams was 
trailed through the mountains by a 
posse of mountaineers until he took 
refuge at the home of Marg Lawson. 
There he forced Hzrum Lawson to arm 
himself and help fight the posse. 

As the posse came into view Williams 
and Lawson fired. The posse returned 
the fire, killing both men instantly, and 
ending the mountain tragedy. The deaf 
and dumb girl remains in the moun- 
tains with a little child to recall her 
imprisonment in the old tree.

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PARIS, July 7.—Count Boni de Castel- 
lane faces the gravest crisis in his 
stormy career—now that the Chamber 
of Deputiés has invalidated his election. 
It is exceedingly doubtful if he can win 
at the second election, which is now 
necessary. It is even doubtful whether 
he will have enough money to make 
this seconq fight. For, literally, he is 
without a sou, unless, to save his for- 
tunes from absolute ruin, the Countess 
will pay his election expenses again. 

Count Boni is raging mad at his po- 
litical enemies, with the whole political 
system, with his wife and even with life 
itself. 

He has: two duels on hand. He slappeq 
one political enemy's face and told an- 
other to consider himself slapped. He 
Swears he will yet make his enemies 
lick the dust before him. 

He only mildly denied that he used 
corrupt methods in capturing the seat 
at Castellane. But he retorts “You are 
another” to his opponent, who, in fact, 
seems to have bribed almost as lavish- 
ly as the Count. 


His political rival employed the Count- 
ess’ divorce suit in an unwarrantable 
way. Gross placards were stuck on ev- 
ery barn door in the district, nacty 
rhymes weré put in circulation, life in 
the Castellane palace was described as a 
perpetual scene of gilded debauch. 
Count Boni, with deep meaning, de- 
clared in the Chamber: “My enemies 
have exploited the painful domestic dif- 
ficulties in which I have the misfortune 
to be involved; they have published 
shameful caricatures and libels upon 
honored and dear members of my fam- 
ily; they have concocted jests so un- 
clean against myself that I cannot re- 
peat them here. Under any other cir- 
cumstances I would have proudly an- 
swered such outrageous insult. But my 
hands are bound and my tongue is tied 
by my distaste for any action that would 
seem to be an appeal within my own 
walls or to suggest I was holding out 
my hands in pleading for pity.’’ 
Count Boni, being dispossessed of his 
only asset, awaits the course of events 
under his mother’s roof in a small apart- 
ment in the less fashionable quarter of 
Paris.

LONDON, July 7.—A young American 
newspaper woman called upon Winston 
Spencer Churchill.to get data for an 
article she was preparing about the 
youthful Under Secretary for the Col- 
onies. The interview progressed. quiet- 
ly and rather tamely until she asked a 
few .questions about Churchill’s--South 
African experiences. That aroused him. 

After answering her questions, he 
launched out. on a harrangue which soon 
became loud enough to be heard all over 
the house. Apparently he forgot the 
existence of his caller. He paced up and 
down the room 15 minutes and then, 
stepping in front of a large mirror, he 
stood for an hour and a half closely 
scrutinizing himself, and every now and 
then repeating a phrase or a gesture. 

When he finished he turned to the 
young woman, his face wreathed in 
smiles, and queried. 

“Now, wouldn’t that make a sensa- 
tion at Westminster?’’ 

Churchill furnishes more stories for 
tea parties than all the rest of the Min- 
istry together. 

A young woman, whom he took to the 
table at a recent dinner said he offered 
his arm without a word and never 
spoke to her once during the dinner. 
She complained of his discourtesy, but 
her hostess said the time had long 
passed since any hostess expected po- 
liteness from Winstan Churchill. 

When he made his tour of the United 
‘States, soon after the Boer War, he 
spent a week in Washington as the 
guest of a distinguished Senator. A 
member of the family said afterward 
that Churchill never condescended to 
take one meal with the family. He or- 
dered meals up to his rooms at all hours 
of the day and late into the night. Fin- 
ally, when the time arrived for the Sen- 
ator to — an impromptu dinner party, 
he told Churchill’s lecture manager that 
he must either get the troublesome guest 
out of the house or send a corps of 
Special servants to wait upon him. 


100,000 BABIES 
DIE BY IGNORANCE.

LONDON, July 7.—Cabinet Minister 
Juhn Burns, in the dual part of presi- 
dent of the conference and the sixteenth 
of a family of 18 children, nine of whom 
survived, addressed the members of the 
National Conference on Infantile Mor- 
tality at Caxton Hall, Westminster.

‘It is pathetic to know that in some 
districts from 30 to 60 per cent of the 
tota] children born die under five years. 

“Wealth has increased, but the infant 
has not shared it. Physical comforts 
have increased, and yet the weakest ana 
the smallest bear an undue share of the 
burden of death. It seems as though 
= Progress is hitting the child too 


“Or is it that the conditions of life 
of mothers nowadays prevent both the 
number and quality of the children that 
in simpler times the race was able to 
produce? 

“It may be that in equal parts the 
mother, society, and industry are mu- 
tually and jointly responsible for this 
state of things. 

‘Napoleon exclaimed on. the occasion 
of an historic defeat: ‘Oh. for those 
English mothers!’ Those were the days 
when there were no ‘comforters,’ and 
when people did not know what tinned 
meat was—when the children were 
brought up in the open air, and fed nat- 
urally by their mothers. 

‘It is to the mothers of the race that 
we must look for the improvement of the 
race. In this light, drinking among wom- 
en is one of the most serious tragedies 
that confront society.”

TOKIO, July 7.—The craze for picture 
postcards led to extraordinary rioting In 


the streets of Tokio, when the series of 
picture postcards isued by the Govern- 
ment in commemoration of the war 
with Russia were placed on sale at the 
postoffices. 

Double files of people a mile long 
were waiting outside most of the of- 
fices as soon as they opened.

Architect’s Friend Declares So- 
ciety Women Were Fre- 
quently at Functions.

NEW YORK, July 7.—Among the wit- 
nesses who were examined at the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office today by Assist- 
ant Garvan was Mrs. Mink, the mother 
of Miss Edna McClure, who, it was re- 
ported, attended some of the studjo en- 
tertainments given by Stanford White 
in the Madison Square Garden Tower. 
Another witness \was Miss Mazle Fol- 
‘lette, who was a personal friend of Ev- 
elyn Nesbit and who was a frequent 
guest at the late suppers and other af- 
fairs which by some have been de- 
scribed as ‘“‘orgies.’’ Miss Follette was 
closeted with Garvan for a long time. 
After she had left the Assistant District 
Attorney refused to say anything about 
what the young actress had imparted 

to him. 

Earlier in the day, however, Miss Fol- 
lette gave «out a long interview in 
which she said that she had been a 
guest of Mr. White’s parties very often. 
Miss Follette evidently tried to make 
the most effectiv® presentation of 
White's conduct at these parties which 
was possibie. She spoke in the highest 
terms of the great consideration with 
which he treated his women visitors. 
Miss Follette declared that at some of 
these parties society women appeared 
and that at others little girls were pres- 
ent. Her admission as to the “‘little 
girls’’ confirms what has been denied 
most strenuously by White's friends 
ever since the millionaire architect's 
life has been exposed. 

No Champagne for Girls. 

Speaking of the parties she personally 
attended, Miss Follette declared with 
much emphasis as showing Mr. White’s 
thoughtfulness and consideration for 
his guests of all ages that he never 
allowed the “‘little girls’’ to drink cham- 
pagne. 

“He always made them drink soft 
stuff,’’ she explained. 

Miss Follette said, too, that at many 
of these parties up under the figure of 
Diana in the small hours the. mothers 


of the little girls were present as Mr. 
White’s guests with their daughters of 


tender years. 

Miss Follette insisted that White's 
memory \had been foully assailed and 
she said She deemed it her duty to come 
forward and make positive denial that 
at these champagne suppers, with little 
girls, actresses and occasionally society 
women as the guests, any ‘orgies’ had 
occurred. * 

Without going into further explana- 
tions Miss Follette said it might have 
been better if the parties had been 
given elsewhere and she added: 

“Mr. White simply loved to be in the 
company of chorus girls and other 
beautiful women, but at the parties I 
and the other girls attended there was 
never anything wrong. 

Mr. Olcott, however, has the state- 
ments of a number of chorus girls who 
insist that the White entertainments 
in the tower studio were nothing more 
or less than “‘orgies’’ of revolting type 
and that Mr. White’s men friends pat. 
ticipated in them regularly. Some o 
the chorus girls have told Judge Olcott 
that they will testify in behalf of Twaw. 

Whether Harry Tham’'s lawyers will 
place their chief reliance on his alleged 
insenity at the time he shot and killed 
White or upon “the unwritten law,” it 
is evident that they are making a thor- 
ough examination into his mental con- 
dition and that of members of the 
Thaw family. The prosecution has rea- 
son to believe that Thaw’s defense will 
he emotional insanity, and the activity 
of the accused man’s lawyers in scour- 
ing the scientific world for distinguished 
alienists and their retention at enorm- 
ous fees gives support to this belief. 

Engage Foreign Alienists. 


A report reached this city from 
Pittsburg today that one of the Thaw 
family, a relative of William Thaw, 
Harry’s father,,; was confined in an 
asylum for the jinsane at one time. 
It is said that this relative, whose 
degree of consanguinity is not given, 
was insane at the time of his death. 
This is the first mention of a case of 
insanity in the Thaw family, and it 
1s said that Thaw’s lawyers, if they 
should elect to rely. on the iffsanity 
theory for defense, will assert that 
the young man inherited his lunacy 
from his father’s side of the family. 

Harry Thaw’s lawyers have en- 
gaged nearly every prominent alien- 
ist in this country, and it is under- 
stood that foreign experts are being 
sought. Correspondence with § alien- 
ists in Berlin, Paris and London has 
been opened and it will not be sur- 
prising if the distinguished savants 
visiting this country for the first time 
will make their appearance at what 
promises to be the most sensational 
murder trial in nrodern times. 

Among the Americans already en- 
gaged for Thaw’s defense are Drs. 
Hamilton, Daaa, Backard.and Pilgrim, 
of the State Lunaey Commission, and 
Dr. Myer, the Ward’s Island expert on 
insanity. : 

Harry Thaw himself declares he is 
not insane, and strategy has been em- 
ployed on each occasion when Dr. 
Allan McLane Hamilton examined into 
his mental condition. Dr, amilton 
first visited Thaw on Friday and to- 
day visited him_ twice. 

What results have been reached by 
Dr. Hamilton are not announced, but 
there is a rumor that the alienist al- 
ready has arrived, at, the conclusion 
that Thaw is not alfogether normal 
mentally even at the present time.

The body was wrapped in 
a sheet and stowed away in a crevice

The discovery Was made by a party 
of boys who were. exploring the cave 
and whose torches threw a gleam into 
the crevice where the body had been 
secreted. Throwing back a part of the 
shroud they discovered the body to be 
that of Gentry. Gentry had been miss- 
ing since the early part of this week. 
When last seen he.was nearly a mile 
from Newport;-goding to a spur of the 
Smoky Mountains to look at coal and 
timber property he owned.’ 

When Gentry failed to return either 
that night or the next day his people 
became uneasy and commenced to 
search fom him. wo. or three days 
passed and he.failed to return. The 
surrounding, country was searched, but 


no trace of him could be found. | Foul 
play was suspected as he had consid- 
erable money on his rson and wore 
a valuable ring and gold watch. 

The body was considerably. bruised 
and the valuables -were gone and there 
is every reason to believe th Gentry 
was murdered.. The county thorities 
are puzzled by the case. 

Bruce Clift, who was. seen going in 
the same direction as the murdered 
man, shortly after him, has been ar- 
rested purely on spspicion. He denies 
any knowledge of the murder. and 
will probably bé released as there is 
nothing but Suspicion on- which to hold 
him

MUST DISPOSE 0 
THEIR COAL STOCK 


President Cassatt of Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, Issues Or- 
ders to Employes. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 7.—Act- 
ing upon the recommendation of the 
special committee of Pennsylvania 
Railroad directors appointed to investi- 
gate stock ownership by employes of 
the company, President Cassatt .today 
issued a general order to all employes 
requiring them to dispose of all coal 
mining or other stocks which they may 
have acquired. The order is as fol- 
lows: 

‘The attention of all officers and em- 
ployes 1s directed to the following ex- 
tract from the preliminary report of 
the special committee of the Board of 
Directors, appointed May 23, 1906, to 
examine and report upon the facts con- 
nected with the acquisition and owner- 
ship by any officer or employe of the 
company of stock, or other interests, 
in any other company or association, 
the holding of which can in any manner 
affect the performance by such officer 
or employes of their duty to this com- 
pany, or the performance by the com- 
pany of its duty to the public. 

“Under the conditions of today, after 
they have been stated, it is essential 
that all officers and employes should be 
absolutely free to discharge their du- 
ties impartially. Applying this printi- 
ple to the coal trade as an illustration, 
the keen competition of today required 
every officer and employe of the Penn- 
sylvania Railway Co. to part with any 
investment which he has in the shares 
of any coal producing company and 
also to part with any interest 
which he has in or with any firm or in- 
dividual mining coal, or any of the lines 
of the Pennsylvania Railway system; 
and every officer and employes should 
be required to refrain from any invest- 
ments whatsoever, which may p0s- 
sibly prejudice or affect the interests 
of the company, or interfere with the 
company’s full discharge of its duty 
to the public.”’ .

He was dressed to- 
day in a “‘knicker” suit of Irish tweed 
and was cheerfully smoking a meer- 
schaum pipe, which he now uses large- 
ly instead of cigars. He was pleased to 
talk to the Post-Dispatch, showing his 
interest in the pronouncement he made 
by asking the correspondent to make 
sure to send him a copy of the paper 
in which it is published.

United States Senator James K. Jones 
of Arkansas who was chairman o 
the Democratic National Committee, 
when William J. Bryan made his 
campaign for the presidency in 1886 
and 1900, has received a letter from 
Bryan in which he announces that he 
will accept the nomination for Pres- 
ident for tne third time - it is tend- 
ered to him. The letter is dated June 
19 at Stockholm, and is as follows: 

“T have been waiching puitth al de- 
velopments and have noted with grat- 
ification the vindication of Demo- 
cratic principles. You have correctly 
stated my position. As I wrote to 
Col. Wetmore. I shall do nothing to 
secure another nomination and do 
not want one unless the conditions 
seem to demand it. I may add that 
I enjoy the freedom of private life 
and feel that I can do some good 
without holding any office. 

There are, however, certain reforms 
which I would like very much to see 
accomplished and to assist in the ac- 
complishment of these reforms. I am 
willing to become the party candidate 
again if, when the time for nomination 
arrives, the advocates of reform are in 
control of the party and think that my 
candidacy will give the best assurance 
of victory. If someone else seems more 
available I shall be even better pleased. 

“I need not assure you that I am more 
interested in seeing our principles tri- 
umphant than I am in the personnel of 
the ticket. : 

“The country needs to have Jefferson. 
ian Democracy applied to all the de- 
partments of the Government, State and 
national, and I am content to help to 
make this application. Yourse truly,

Extraordinary as the statement may 
appear at first blush, it was the intel- 
ligent fingers of Tom Aitken that held 
the Missouri State tennis championship 
in St. Louis through the medium of Mr.

McKittrick was a poem at times. His 
blind backhand strokes, back turned to 
the net and his cross fire close up, espe- 
Clally in the final set, were sy mphonies.

He possesses th 
sturdy conformation: of the baseball 
player, which, opposed to the slender 
yet powerful sinuosity of McKittrick, 
was not best adapted to the demands of 
a tennis court.

Secretary Taft Talks With 
President on Division of 
Brigade Posts. 








$15,800,000 WAS VOTED 





Reservation Needed in Pennsyl- 
vania and Another on 
the Pacific Coast. 





NO CRUISERS TO PANAMA 





Could Carry President and 
War Secretary, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y.,. July 7.—Secre- 
tary Taft breezed into Oyster Bay at 
10:15 this morning with his best four- 
ply smile and in his most tactful and 
diplomatic mood. He was met at the 
railroad station by President. Roose- 
velt's colored coachman, and was 
whisked out to Sagamore Hill the 
chocolate-upholstered rig that re- 
served for taking the most distinguished 
visitors. The Secretary was back again 
at the station in time to catch the 12:26 
train for New York. 

Not one word had he to say about 
Supreme Court judgeships or the char- 
acter of the speech he is to deliver in 
Greensboro, N. C., next Monday. The 
important question of the redistribution 
of army posts was what brought him to 
the house on the hill—the first time, by 
the way, he has visited the nation’s 
summer capital. He talked army posits 
until the train was ready to start and, 
as it moved out, waived his hand with 
a giad and happy gesture. 

“The proposed redistribution,’ said 
the Secretary, “is in accordance with 
the recommendations in President 
Roosevelt's first message. There must 
be a series of divisions of brigade posts 
So as to utilize the services of the 
brigadier-generals of the army and put 
them in command of posts which will 
be commensurate with their ranks. The 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
voted the following appropriations: 
$800.000 for the establishment of posts; 
$3,000,000 for barracks and quarters, and 
$12,000,000 for transportation. 

“What is now to be considered is the 
proper allotment of these funds and 
their distribution among the new brt- 
gade posts, which are Fort Riley and 
Forst Leavenworth, Kan.; Fort 
Hlouston, Tex.; Fort Robinson, 
Fort D. A. Russell, Wvyo.: Fort Sill, 
©. T., and Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., where 
the great Chickamauga Park Is situated. 
These points have been selected because 
of thelr geographical distribution and 
the large reservations, which permits of 
brigade quartering. 

“A reservavion is needed in Pennsy!- 
vania and another on the Pacific Coast, 
but we haven't the land. The allotment 
comes under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War.”’ 

Back to Washington Tonight. 

Secretary Taft will go to Washington 
tonight, and after he has spoken next 
Monday in Grensboro he will fulfill a 
promise he made two years ago to the 
Bar Association of Ohio and make an 
address before that body at Put-in-Bay. 
He will return to Oyster Bay one week 
from next Monday and talk further 
with the President over the allotment 
of funds ‘or the new brigade posts, and 
that will be his last personal meeting 
with the President, in all probability, 
until they come together to make their 
preparations for the trip to the Isthmus 
in a warship. 

“Which of the cruisers will carry 
the President and yourself to Panama 
territory?’ the Secretary was asked. 

‘Cruiser, cruiser,” echoed the Secre- 
tary. “Who said anything about a 
cruiser”? No. my boy, we go in a 
battleship. You must remember that 
the President is a man of weight. A 
certain displacement is necessary. 
The trip to the Isthmus will be in a 
battleship.” 

The President announced today 
through Secretary Loeb the appoint- 
ment of E. FE. Clark as member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. He 
is Grand Chief of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors and was a prominent 
figure in the Anthracite Coal Strike 
Commission. 

Subpoenas were itssued this after- 
noon by Squire Franklin for the wit- 
nesses who saw the assault on CC, F. 
Legendre, the photographer, by James 
Sloan, the secret service agent. The 
photographer was taking a picture of 
the President with Mrs. Roosevelt's 
consent when assaulted by the secret 
service man. Sloan made a vain ef. 
fort today to offer an apology, Which 
Legendre refused to consider. Sloan 
will be brought up for a hearing on 
Monday, and will plead not gullty, 
alleging justification. If convicted jf; 
is probable that he wilil quit the 
service of the Government.

C. J. Gould, to 
whom he next wrote, said that such a 
roung lady had been qith their family, 
but had gone to Connecticut, but that 
he would try to find her, and that a 
Reb. Babbitt, formerly in New York, 
could tell the whole secret of his life.

Just before the close there was a par- 
tial recovery in some sections of the 
list. In general, however, the tone 
continued uncertain. Foreign markets 
were heavy.

Indications Are Year's End 
Will Pass Without Any 
Decided Flurry.

The pressure from unknown sources 
against Wall street securities so ap- 
parent during the market a week ago 
Was conspicuously absent during this 
week's trading, and the demand from: 
an over-extended short account was of 
sufficient weight to bring about a 
small recovery from the extreme low 
point. Market sentiment naturally im- 
proved in sympathy, but the attraction 
of outside vusiness was light and the 
professionais continue to practically 


contro] the movement of. prices. 
Whether the same r geney selling | 
will be resumed once the bear element 





have thoroughly covered. their. contracts ., 


remains to be seen. But conditions re- 


main just as. favorable.as.they were , 


during the recent liquidating movement, 
and yet this Hquidating movement came 
in the face of these favorabie condi- 
tions. a 

There have been no good surface rea- 
sons for selling securities throughout 
the past decline, yet the decline came, 
and reasoning along these lines, it is 
reasonable to believe that the same un- 
known forces will be brought to bear 
against the market, once the technical 
peg of the list has been weakened 
y the elimination of the short ele- 
ment. 

The writer still holds to the bellef— 
as stated in this column last week, that 
the most powerful market interests in 
the country, the Standard Oil interests, 
are back of the present decline and are 
basing their selling on the future ef- 
fect on corporation securities of the 
trust prosecutions and investigations 
sweeping the country. 

The growth of these prosecutions is 
already having a depressing effect on 
investors in all parts of the country, 
and it is apparent that the initiative 
now taken by the Government must bo 
earried to a finish regardless of thw 
losses sustained to corporation stock- 
holders if the future results of the pol- 
icy now being pursued are to reap the 
full force of the movement. 


Coming changes in business and finan- , 


cial affairs are always visible to the in- 
siders long before they reach the eyes 
of the public, and the recent decline in 
the face of the present prosperous con- 
ditions would seem to indicate that con- 
ditions are not what they appear on the 
surface and that a moderate reaction in 
general business is approaching and tis 
apparent to and being discounted py the 
insiders. 


The Cut in Iron. 


The recent cut in the Southern iron 
market may be taken as an indication 
of a coming reaction, even though it 
was followed by no further changes in 
this important industry. The steel and 
iron industry is ulways the first to show 
any signs of a business setback, and 
the very heavy selling of the steel 
“stocks, following a partial recovery in 
Southern tron market, may or may not 
indicate an extension of cut prices to 
other important departments of this in- 
dustry in the near future. 

Nearly all market quthorities attrib- 
ute the recent selling and decline to the 
forcing out of over-loaded speculative 
pools by banking interests fearful of a 
money squeeze this fall. The writer 
does not hold these views, for monetary 
conditions show a distinct improvement, 
although, as is customary under the 
pessimism that has prevailed over this 
phase of the market situation, the spec- 
ulative public will hardly become cogni- 
zant of the fact until its importance has 
been amply discounted in securities. 

It is apparent that the ee ae al- 
ready made abroad is in itself aimost 
encugh to warrant a normal money 
market over the end of the year. 

In the first place, our foreign credit 
has been materially sl:engthened by 
the Pennsylvania loan and by the un- 

aid insurance on account of the San 

rancisco disaster. There is also a pos- 
sibility that a loan by the St. Paul Rail- 
road amounting to $60,000,000 will be 
placed in Paris, but it is a certainty 
that this company will not pay as high 
a rate for tts loan as the Pennsylvania, 
owing to its better credit and the fact 
that the company has not done any 
heavy financing in a long time back. 

The condition of the sterling exchange 
market warrants the belief that without 
Treasury aid gold can be brought fn, but 
that Treasury aid will also be forthcom- 
ing should it become necessary the re- 
cent action of Secretary Shaw would 
seem to indicate. 

The domestic monetary situation is 
also improved by the issue of $30,000,000 
Panama bonds and by the fact that the 
Government will shortly retire, before 
maturity, a substantial part of its short 
time 4 per cent bonds due next June, 
and by the added fact that the balance 
of this issue will be refunded into 2 per 
cent consdls. Through the latter factors 
banking interests express the belief that 
the circulation of the national banks will 
be increased in the neighoorhood 0: 
$100,000,000. 

In the face of all these factors it may 
be pointed out that the Government 
Treasury is also in splendid condition to 
give aid to business interests should the 
oceasion arise, and its surplus will not 
be a menace, but a saving factor in the 
situation. 

It is time that this bogie of a money 
stringency that thas been talked of in 
financial circles for some six or seven 
months past is dissipated, for it would 
not be at all surprising, in the face of 
the workings of the money market both 
locally and abroad that while the public 
olds off through fear of tight money, 
hat the situation is actually adjusting 
itself and that the fall will pass with 
interest rates at a very e level. 

The Russian situation might interfere 
with the ease in money should the po- 
litical disturbances become aggravated 
and cause trouble in Paris and other for- 
eign money centers where Russian se- 
curities are so largely held. This possi- 
bility at the present time, however, may 
be classed among the improbabilities in 
the situation.

Rev. J. 8. Murrow Relates Cir- 
cumstances of Naming 
of Territory. -

ATOKA, I. T., July 7.—Rev. J. S&S. 
Murrow of this place is probably the 
best informed man in Indian Territory 


in matters relating to the history of the 
five civilized tribes. In a letter dated 
June 28, he gives this account of the 
origin of the word Oklahoma: 

“Colonel Robert T. Van Horn of Kan- 
sas City, is given the credit of being 
the ‘fath®r of Oklahoma.’ This is a mis- 
take. A territory to be named ‘Oklaho- 
ma’ was provided for in the treatiese 
made with the five civilized tribes in 
April, 1866. Of course, this was before 
Colonel Van Horn introduced his bill in 
Congress and was the origin of his bill. 
qn the Choctaw treaty of April, 186, 
Section 10, Article 8, are the following 
words: 

‘and it is further agreed that the 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs sha!! 
be the executive of the said territory 
with the title of Governor of the Terri- 
torv of Oklahoma.’ 

“The writer is even more greatly mis- 
taken with regard to the origin of the 
name ‘Oklahoma.’ When the provisions 
in the several treaties of 18436 for organ- 
izing a territory out of the country be- 
longing t»% these five tribes had been 
agreed upon one of the United States 
Commissioners asked what name should 
be given the proposed new territory.

It was then consid- 
ered a magnificent building, but Missouri’s Capi- 
tol has long since been surpassed by States all 
about her—States which, in comparison with 
this, have not half the wealth. 


Bayard Taylor, standing upon the north steps 
of Missouri's Capitol, declared there was no State 
in the Union which had a site for a Capitol which 
could compare in beauty with Missouri’s, And 
Bayard Taylor was correct. There could be no 
more beautiful scenery than that seen from the 
commanding bluff, overlooking the Missouri, on 
which the Capitol stands. The muddy, rapidly 

flowing river is 100 feet below. Across the river 
‘for a mile are the Callaway Bottoms, and be- 
yond them rise the stately Callaway Hills, whose 
foliage changes to many beautiful hues in the 
sunlight.

~'Fhis ‘isinot only t le concerning private property, but public as well. The county which 
has appropriate buildings for public purposes, such as Courthouse, infirmary and other pub- 
lic buildings, and keeps them in good repair, adds to the value of every class of property 
within its borders, for such a condition is an evidence of a. progressive and Thrifty citizen- 
ship, and homeseekers and investors like that kind of a countyy’ 9 

If, then, this is helpful to the private citizen or the county, it. is in a larger way helpful 

to the State. Her public buildings are taken by the stranger @a.gin index to the quality of 
citizenship which goes to make up the State. Not only do these things appeal to those who 
live outside the State, in their opinion of the State, but they also affect the citizens them- 
selyes. It is the duty of the State to cultiva te the good opinion of her citizens, for the more 
the citizen finds about his State to approve and be proud of, the more faithful will he be to 
her laws and helpful to her progress. 


Missouri should now give some attention to the matter of State Capitol building and 


grounds. The present Capitol is substantial, but it is not large enough. Its equipments are 
very meager, its ventilation poor and it fails in almost every way to measure up to the needs 
of this rich and rapidly developing commonwealth. It is located on a bluff overlooking the 
river bearing its name and has one of the most picturesque sites for a Capitol in the United 
States. Had our ancestors been alive to the future greatness of the State, ‘they would cer- 
tainly have planned more wisely, both as to the building and the grounds surrounding. 

The Capitol grounds are very small, containing less than five acres. On’‘all sides are 
erected dwellings, shops and factories, almost completely shutting in the grounds from fu- 
ture expansion. The grounds lying beiween the Capitol and the Governor’s Mansion belong to 
private . parties, who have erected thereon dwellings, factories, lumber yards and many 
other kinds of improvements. New buildings are*being built adjoining the grounds and 
every year it will become more expensive to purchase these adjoining grounds for public use. 

Missouri should have a new Capitol and larger grounds. The safety of priceless records 
demands it and the wealth and greatness of the State warrant it. 








The Governor's Mansion is two blocks from the 
Capitol grounds. Between are rows of dilapidated 
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houses.and business 
erected before the war. Across south from the 
Capitel is a block of residences. and business 
houses, which should be removed to make way for 
Missouri’s advance in civic beauty. The new 
Supreme Court Building, now being erected, is 
planned to be thrown into the general scheme of 
State buildings. By buying the property syg- 
gested the beautiful Federal Building in Jeffer- 
son City would also seem’ to be a part of the 
Capital grounds and would stand at one 
corner. 


Real estate men- estimate that the property 
which it would be necessary to purchase to carry 
out the plan could be bought for less than $500,- 
000, and it is probable it could be cleared of its 
present buildings and made into the park for 
$250,000 more. 

That Missouri should maintain its reputation 
of doing nothing by halves in this matter is fully 
realized. It is not contemplated that less than 
$5,000,000 should be spent in the erection of a 
new Capitol, though it is fully believed that a 
building which in another State would cost from 
$6,000,000 to $8,000,000, can be erected in Mis- 
souri for $5,000,000. This State has within its 
borders a building stone of unexcelled beauty and 
in sufficient quantities. The cost of transporta- 
tion of this stone, if it should be decided to use 
the Carthage stone, would be little, compared with 
what it would cost other States to transport stone 
from the quarries to the capital. 

The building, it is conceded, must be constructed 
entirely of stone. ,The general plan of the pres- 
ent Capitol is to be carried out, though instead of 
a two-story building, the new one should be three 
stories, to be surmounted by a monster dome in 
the center. It is to be of sufficient size to ac- 
commodate all State officers for many years to 


come. 


, Located as it is the present building, close to , and the farmer in 


the railroad, legislative sessions are frequently 


disturbed by -wild shrieks of~a locomotive, and 
business is frequently interrupted in the State of- 
fices by the noise and smoke of passing trains. 
To obviate this, it is planned to erect the new 
Capitol several hundred yards south of the pres- 
ent building so that it will sit partly on the. pres- 
ent Capito] grounds and partly on other property 
to be acquired by the State. 

While the present building is apparently in 
fair repair, it is badly crowded and is not suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate all the offices, 
with the result that business is not handled, in 
many cases, as expeditiously as it would be were 
not the offices crowded. 

In the. matter of commodious and beautiful 
capitols, Missouri is far surpassed by Llinois, 
Iowa, Kansas, Michigan and many other States. 
The South, because of the ravages of the war, has 
been slower than has the North in improving State 
property and building statehouses commensurate 
with the demands. No such excuse can be made 
for Missouri. As a rule, the capitols of the 
Southern States are not what they should be, 
though recently there has been a decided move- 
ment for the-better, and Louisiana has recently 
constructed a magnificent Capitol, while Arkansas 
is erecting a new one. 

The past few years have seen decided improve- 
ment, especially through the West, for better 
State buildings. Missouri State officials believe 
Missouri should take her proper. place among her 
sister States, as she is as wealthy as almost any 
two of them put together. 

Misouri is better prepared at this time to under- 
take the guilding of a Capitol than ever before 
in her history. The State is at its high-water 
mark in finances, the last report ef the Treas- 
urer showing a balance of $3,148,000 in the 
Treasury. Missouri is prosperous and her people 
are prosperous,.from the capitalist, in the city 
the courtry to the day laborer.

Still the Meramec flows on its way to the Mis- 
sissippi in an unrelenting, joyous fashion, the bright 
waters and beautiful scenes along its shores luring 
othets on to the death trap that lies beneath the 
surface of its waves. Once they are in the water, 
those who cannot swim are gripped as if by some 


monster vise and swung swiftly down the current | 


until the end. The bodies then come to the surface 
unless caught on some obstacle at the bottom, and 
are dragged to the banks and held as “floaters.” 
The verdict of the Coroner’s Jury is usually “acci- 
dental death by drowning.” 

While fishing with a party of fellow 
Henry R. Bollinger, a Missouri Pacific switchman, 
was thrown overboard and the body was recovered 
three days afterward. This was Aug. 16, 1905. It 
is supposed that he became entangled among the 
brush on the bottom and that he fought for life un- 
til the breath was out of his body.

It is a gigantic chasm opened in the earth, 
into which animals feli, and it extends today 
for a distance of 30 miles—living testimony to 
the power that split the earth wide open. 
Monterey County not only split 1n two, but 
has remained so, divided by an apparently 
bottomless pit, capable of throwing up burn- 
ing geysers. 

This giant crack in the earth ts far from 
any large town or city. Moreover, the Calt- 
forma people have not been calling attention 
to it. In fact, they would like to fill it up, i 
it were not so big, and forget about it, as 


they think tt gtves unenviable notoriety to 


their State and might tend to alarm timid 
peopte thinking of settling there. 

Scientists who have now examined this ex- 
traordinary chasm declare there is nothing 
else like it anywhere in the world; that it is 
the most amazing exhibition of the power of 
an earthquake of which there is any record.

EVER-BURNING MOUNTAINS 


HROUGH a long line of cliffs from Colorado 
T to Central Utah, and then southwest toward 
Arizona, extensive beds of coal are found, and 
recent geological investigations into this coal forma- 
tion of the Far West has developed what may be 
termed burning mountains, or coal beds, a fire with 
surface indications of constant combustion for ages 
past. 

Like other coal-producing states of the Rocky 
Mountain region, the coal fields of Utah are some- 
what widely separated, and even the known fields 
have been comparatively little explored; therefore 
very little is known of their productive area. 

The edges of these beds come to the surface in 
these cliffs nearly 1000 feet above the bordering 


explorer. At certain intervals, ‘as the burning of 
the thick beds progresses, causing cavernous spaces 
in the earth, the rocks cave in, forming vents for the 
freer circulation of air. Then the coal burns more 
fiercely and the heat becomes so intense as to even 
melt the rocks. The origin of these fires has been 
the subject of much speculation.

$50 nor more than $5000, or imprisonment for not 
less than six months nor more than a year, or bath:

The census report of 1900 asserts that the 
process of manufacture, through the perfection ot 
the tefrigerating machines and other appliances used 
and the general economy of the plants, has reached a 
point where manufactured ice can be produced at a 
cost which makes jt possible to compete successfully 
in the North with the natural product. 

In Philadelphia, for instance, in 1900, the an- 
nual consumption of fce was estimated at from 
1,000,000 to 1,600,000 tons, of which amount 342,000 
tons was manufactured.

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HE Seven Ages of St. Louis! An interesting 
study, as one may see by a glance at the 
map and pictures. The Seven Ages of St. 


Louis have their-import in the advance of trans- 


portation facilities. They are the Walking Age, 
the Stage Coach Age, the Horse Car Age, the 
Cable Car Age, the Suburban Steam Railway Age, 
the Electric Car Age and the Automobile Age. 
With each advance of and improvement in means 
of transportation there has been'a widening and 
& growth of St. Louis. 

Taking the Courthouse-as the center, one can 
see that the circumference of the town was ,quite 
small during the walking age. That circle at its 
height never extended further west than Grand 
avenue. There is a recognized desire on the part 
of business people, and especially of working peo- 


ple, to keep within approximately thirty minutes 


of the places where they are employed. That, 
primarily, kept the Grand avenue limit on during 
the Walking Age, as it has kept on other limits

many other reasons that the town should Stay 
close together, but the basis of al] these was 
lack of transportation facilities. Whether one 
worked downtown or was afraid of Indians or 
could not find neighbors further out—even if it 
was because there were too few people to make 
a town of wider circles—the fact that walking 
was the chief mode of getting about was the prime 
cause of it all. 

With the coming of the Stage Coach Age the 
residential and reachable circumference ef the city 
became appreciably greater.,. It spread west to 
King’s highway and Lindelliboulevard from 1826 
to 1848, more than doubling its former size. 

Following the Stage Coach Age came the horse 
ears. They were but little improvement over the 
stage coach, as may be seen :by the little prac- 
tical effect their coming had’on the city. During 
the Horse Car Age the’city limits to the west, in 
which direction the advance can:be most clearly 
traced, spread within the eastern edge of Forest 
Park. Only a few blocks.gained for the years be- 
‘tween 1840 and’ 1885, as compared with the 15 
years previous. , 

From 1885 to 1895, however, a sufficient gain 
was made to be of great conséquence and citizens 
of that day put their thumbs in their armlets and 
talked of “The Greater’St. Louis.” First, was the 
Cable Car: Age. *A wonderful invention, the cable 
car,-and one then supposed to be the acme of 
urban transportation. Under its influence the 
city spread westward beyond Forest Park. 
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By now, too, the city was becoming great in 
circumference and an advance of a few blocks 
meant a much greater increase proportionately 
than it had during the previous ages, East St. 
Louis had been taken in, Carondelet was reached 
on the south and settlement was verging into the 
forest on the north. True, the 30-minute limit did 
not necessarily reach so far, but working people 
gathered closer to. the center of the town and 
the population became more dense, the wealthier 
and more leisurely class moving out to make 
room, as they ever have. This was the beginning 
of the really great St. Louis. 

Contemporaneous with the cable car came the 
Suburban Steam Railway Age and the day of the 
commuter. One could live far out, even “in the 
eountry,” and still reach town in time for his 


— 


work of a morning. With a bound the town 
sprang westward until its residential limits en- 
compassed the greater part of Central Township, 
and east beyond Caseyville, Ill. To north and 
south the growth was proportionate, and the in- 
crease was at an enormous ratio over anything 
before known. 

Succeeding this came the Electric Car Age and 
St. Louis began to draw from the county, almost 
to the river on the west, and quite to it in the di- 
rection of St. Charles. The Electric Car Age 
occupied the years between 1895 and 1900. 

Then came the curious Automobile Age, which 
still is with us.and the effects of which are now 
extremely interesting to the student of the various 
transportation ages of St. Louis. Unquestiona- 
bly it is widening the “navigable area” of St. 
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Louis and vicinity. st 18 causing the fashiona- 
ble tesidgnce district to travel even as greatly 
as have some of the other more popular transpor- 
tation influences. And as the fashionable district 
reaches out the “middle class” and working peo- 
ple follow. 7 

Well into Meramec Township on the west the 
Automobile Age extends the radius occupied and 
used by residents of St. Louis, and far beyond 
St. Charles. Across the Mississippi River to the
